Summary 

In Shikoku, Rhizocarpon geographicum f. atrovirens is generally found from 
1600—1700m upwards, occurring on various rocks, such as quartzite, andesite, 
eclogite, amphibolite, phyllite, and crystalline schists. This lichen is not found 
on serpentine. Exposed serpentine and serpentinized rocks are occasionally 
characterized by the abundant occrrence of Pertusaria sp. (see photographs).
